London, May 24.—The British transport Transylvania was tor- 
pedoed May 4 with the loss of 413 persons. 


The Transylvania Avas torpedoed in the Mediterranean. The fol- 
lowing official statement was given out today : 


"The British transport Tran- 
sylvania with troops aboard, was 
torpedoed in the Mediterranean 
on May 4, resulting in the follow- 
ing losses : Twenty-nine officers 
and 373 of other ranks, also the 
ship's captain, Lieut. Brennell, 
and one officer and nine men of 
the crew." 


T h e Transj'lvania, an Ancnor 
line 
Btea,mshfp, of 14,315 tons gross, 
has 
been in the service of the British gov- 
ernment since May. 1915, when 
her 
sailings were cancelled. 
There 
have 
been no recent reports of her move- 
ments. 
When she was first taken over 
by the British government she was en- 
gaged in transporting troops to Galli- 
poli.

passengers. Captain J o h n Black, then 
commanding, was given the informa- 
tion of the Lusitania's fate.

course and landed his passengers safe- 
ly at Greenock, Scotland.

The Zeppelin and the submarine fig- 
ure prominently in the war news of the 
day with raids on the east counties 
of England, the sinking of the British 
transport, Transylvania, officially re- 
ported. 
The submarine did Its most 
deadly work in m a n y weeks in the 
torpedoing of the Transylvania on May 
4, 413 lives being lost.

ception of less than a dozen of the 
ship's complement all those lost were 
a r m y men and officers, twenty of the

perishing. 
The 
Transylvania 
was a former Anchor liner with ac- 
commodations for 2,450 passengers. 


The Zeppelin raid began shortly be- 
fore midnight and seems, like other 
raids since the British defensive meas- 
ures wei-e perfected, to have been a 
r a t h e r abortive affair. 
Four airships 
penetrated inland above 
thick

clouds which handicapped the 
raids 
and the British defensive forces alike. 
The Zeppelins had little success in lo- 
cating their positions and the bombs 
they dropped fell in country districts,

The Zeppelins got away f r o m the

Waite also told the jury that he had 
killed Mrs. Peck by inoculating her 
with disease germs and then giving 
her poison.

KEEPING THE FAITH. 


GOING WELL, BUT MAKE IT BETTER. 


We note in the tabulated returns showing 
progress of the campaign for raising Indiana's 
share of the funds to finance the Young Men's 
Christian association work with the army that 
the city of Gary is far in the lead in its per 
capita donation to the fund. 


Other districts of the state are doing well 
and it does not appear that the campaign is 
going to fail. Fort Wayne's district is mak-

The first the people of America knew of the 
departure of the French war envoys was 
through the cables announcing their safe ar- 
rival at a port of Frauce. 
Marshal ''Pop" 
Joffre, Vice Premier Rene Viviani, the "Blue 
Devil of France," and the others of the mis- 
sion who made up the returning party would 
have constituted a fine prey for a German 
U-boat, either as dead men at the bottom of 
the sea or war prisoners in the hands of the 
enemy. 


That the German admiralty has employed 
the greatest diligence of its submarines to in- 
tercept the ships bearing the members of both 
the British and French war missions there is 
no reason to doubt. To make an end of Joffre 
and Viviani and Secretary Balfour and Gen- 
eral Bridges would be a stroke of war too im- 
portant to miss by default. So we may as- 
sume readily that the reason the submarines 
did not get at these great figures in the war is 
that an efficient secrecy has been employed in 
making the sea trip that brought them all to 
our shores and in taking the French envoys 
home. Of course no precautions other than 
those of secrecy have been omitted in making 
the journeys of these statesmen and warriors 
secure, but it is evident that the greater de- 
pendence has been placed in keeping their 
movements from the knowledge of all save the 
few whose acquaintance with the program was 
necessary. 


It is eminently to the credit of the Amer- 
ican press and all its agencies that not the 
slightest inkling had been given of the de- 
parture of our French visitors. The self-im- 
posed censorship was in every detail and re- 
sult as effectual as though it had been im- 
posed by the government under authority of 
law. The American people had supposed, un- 
til informed to the contrary, that General 
Joffre and Vice Premier Viviani were still in 
Washington, and so closely engaged in their 
work as to have retired for a time from the 
enthusiastic notice of the public.. It may be 
that, as President Wilson tells congress, there 
are a few newspapers that it is likely to prove 
necessary to place under duress of legal re- 
straints by censorship law, but it is well 
proved in many recent instances that the 
American press as a whole needs no legal com- 
pulsions to impel it to give its whole and loyal 
support to the government, even to the entire 
suppression of news of first importance where 
it contains information that might be of ad- 
vantage to the enemy. 


Censorship is distasteful as a principle and 
it usually is aggravated by the stupidities and 
tyrannies of those chosen to execute it. Until 
experience proves that the newspapers of the 
United States cannot be trusted they should 
be given all reasonable measures of confidence. 
When this is shown to be undeserved, the al- 
ternative will be clear.

ing the war is divided so anyone can 
share in it. 
The bonds come in two 
forms: coupon and registered. 


Coupon bonds are the more popular, 
coming in denominations of $50, $100, 
$500 and $1,000. 
Principal and inter- 
est are payable to bearer and may be 
transferred from one person to an- 
other. 


Registered bonds, in denominations 
of $100, $500, $1.000, $5,000, $10,000, 
$50,000 and $100,000, have the owner's 


name registered with the government 
and interest is paid by check mailed 
direct from Washington. 
The owner 
may choose any form. 


Interest is 3 
per cent, payable each 
half year, on June 15 and December 
15. The bonds are exempt from taxa- 
tion, except estate or inheritance taxes. 


The terms of the bonds are thirty' 
years, although the government may 
redeem them at will after June 15, 
1932. 
If any later series of long-term 
bonds is issued by the government at a 
higher rate of interest. Liberty bond- 


holders may convert their bonds for an 
equal amount of the later issue. 


Two per cent of the bonds to be 
bought is payable on application, which 
must be before June 15. The balance 
is payable in four installments, IS per 
cent on June 28; 20 per cent on July 
30; 30 per cent on August 15 and 30 
per cent on August 30. 


Certificates will be issued to appli- 
cants when the second installment is 
paid and the bonds themselves will be

Speculation has gone wild, in Chi- 
cago especially, and in many other 
great egg markets. 


Prices have been forced to exorb- 
itant figures. 


The government in its investigation 
has had egg men blatantly announce 
that many cars of eggs have 
gone 
through 
fifteen to 
sixteen 
different 
middlemen's 
hands, 
each 
taking 
a 
profit. 


The government is fully aware" that 
the higher the price the greater will 
be the saving to the country of eggs. 
But the government is also aware that 
as the price is crowded up the poor are 
crowded out entirely in the matter of 
consuming this necessary foodstuff. 


In past years basic egg prices have 
been fixed for the entire United States 
by sales on the Chicago butter and egg 
board. 


These prices did not represent the 
result of buying and 
selling 
actual 
eggs, but were largely influenced by 
transactions in "paper eggs," 
fictitious 
sales made for the purpose of send- 
ing tlie market in the direction specu- 
lators wanted it to go. 


These fictitious sales of non-existent 
eggs really fixed the basic price paid 
throughout the United States. 


Effects 
of 
these 
market-rigging 
transactions became so grievous Judge 
liandis issued an injunction forbidding 
any but bona fide sales. 


Officers of 
the 
board 
met 
and 
thought out a plan whereby they could 
handle 
future egg 
deals in "paper 
egga." 


They decided that by making trans- 
actions in 
secluded 
places-r—restau- 
rants, saloons, and even back rooms 
of questionable resorts—and that so 
long as they fixed , their books so no 
government inspector could tell but 
what 
actual 
eggs 
were 
handled— 
everything would be all right. 


No secret was made of this. 
The 
president of the board unhesitatingly 
told members they must, bill actual 
eggs, they must put car numbers on 
and the bills must be transferred Juat 
as if the eggs existed. 


There la a concensus of opinion that 
4,000 carloads of eggs that never e-x- 
isted were traded in by members of 
the Chicago butter and egg board. 


Each time the eggs were traded in 
the price was elevated from a half 
cent to a cent per doien. 


In that way a market that should 
be, if based on legitimate supply and 
demand, somewhere around 22 ceAts 
a dozen, as In 1916, is now from 34 to 
35 cents a dozen In Chicago. 


One who realises that the greater 
part of the eggs going to the Atlantic 
seaboard come from west of Chicago is 
surprised to find In nearly every In- 
stance the eastern markets have been 
somewhat lower than this treat Chl- 
cafo market.

mitted to sell to another wholesaler at 
a 
profit. 
Practically 
all foodstuffs 
speculation has been shut out of Eng- 
land. 


During January and February we 
found the people of England, after 
two and a half years of war, buying 
fresh eggs at from 32 to 35 cents a 
dozen retail, while in our own land of 
plenty prices were from 50 to 75 cents 
per dozen for like quality. 


Speculators imdoubtedly took 
ex- 
cess profits of $6,000.000 on the Easter 
trade alone in the United States. 


Scarcely a day passed in April that 
from 200 to 400 cases were not held 
out, paying demurrage on sideti-acks 
in and around Chicago. 
Railroad rec- 
ords show enormous sums paid for 
railroad demurrage. 


Plenty of evidence has come from 
members of the Chicago butter and egg 
board to condemn eveiT one of them 
in the matter of having broken Judge 
Landis' injunction. 


Never in any country was a food 
control 
board 
managed 
by

badly as in the United States now. 


WORK 
AT 
THE 
POST. 


(Indianapolis News.) 


In what seems like an incredibly short 
time Fort Benjamin Harrison has been 
changed from a deserted army post to a 
busy training camp that in a few weeks 
will be one of the greatest concentration 
camps in the country. This has not been 


accomplished without a tremendous ef- 
fort, and great credit belongs to the offi- 
cers who have been in charge of the con- 
stniction work. 
But the preparations 
are only begun. 
Yesterday a call was 
sent out for over 2,500 skilled workers 
in the building trades and 500 laborers, as 
well as for forty boys to work in the 
camp kitchens at good wages. 
No one 
employed at the post will receive wages 
any lower than are paid for similar work 
elsewhere. 


There is an immediate demand for 
2,000 carpenters, which is more than the 
city can provide on such short notice 
without practically stopping its building 
operations. 
But this is war's demand, 
and the men must be got together. Every 
city and town in the state can send a few 
men who can qualify, and the wages are 
such as to insure all of them a liberal re- 
turn for their exhibition of patriotism. 
The un-^i scale will be paid, and since 
the new barracks must be prepared with- 
out delay, twelve hours will probably be 
a day's work, with the overtime rate ap- 
plying as in civil work. The same con- 
ditions apply also to plumbers, electri- 
cians, concrete finishers and laborers. 


Tliis activity should be a lesson to th« 
city. It shows that in raising its armed 
force, the government is using its author- 
ity temperately and spending its money 
wisely. This is the policy wWch has pre- 
vailed in England, where the army ha« 
paid its way from the beginning. If our 
experience is anything like England's, the 
$7,000,000,000 Var 
appropriation 
will 
soon begin to aflfect practically every line 
of business. This entails a certain obliga- 
tion to go out of the way to help with 
the work at the army post, and the gor- 
emment should not be hampered by lack 
of civilian co-operation.

states, William, the grandfather of the 
present kaiser, became emperor. 
The 
Ilohenzollerns are a military

"But,

didn't 
start 
the war. 
Austria 
did. 
It 
declared 
war on Serbia 
first."

Local Units of National 
Guard Will Not Be Sent 
Directly to France. 


CAPT. ADJUTANT F. W. 
BUSCHMANN IN CITY 


Mission Here is to Drill Men 
for the Gunners' Ex- 
amination. 


Frank W. Buschniann. captain ad- 
jutant of the first battalion of Indiana 
Field Artillery, is in Fort Wayne, sent 
here from the adjutant general's office 
to instruct and drill the men of the 
two batteries in preparation for the 
gunners' examination. 


He states that it is a safe supposi- 
tion that the mobilization call for the 
state militia will not come until Au- 
gust 5. 
In answer to an inquiry he 
said that it is his belief and not au- 
thentic that the local units of nation- 
al guard will not be sent directly to 
the battle fields of France. 


He believes that the national guards 
will be mobilized somewhere in the 
south and will remain there during 
the winter. 
They will be put through 
strenuous drills and after the winter 
and some time in early spring next 
year the troops will then be ready for 
transportation. 


Gunners' Examination. 


Captain Adjutant Buschmann 
will 
remain in this city the remainder of 
the week and M-ill visit with the local 
companies of artillery every Wednes- 
day and Thursday. 
He will instruct 
and drill the men in preparation for 
the examination which will be given 
by an officer of the U. S. army. 


Men who pass this e.xamination will 
become expert first-class gunners and 
will receive five dollars a month ex- 
tra pay. 
The pay and title will de- 
crease to experts of the first and sec- 
ond class. 
All men who wish to be- 
com enon-commissioned officers must 
also take this examination. 


The more men who pass this exam- 
ination the better it will be for the or- 
ganization and 
will also 
raise 
the 
standing of the unit of which they 
are members in the rating of the en- 
tire 
battalion. 


The men must be proficient in the 
setting of the 
panoramic 
telescopic 
sight, setting the time fuse, in carry- 
ing and delivering dispatches and in 
horsemanship.

The battle of Schilling avenue will

Dr. J. H. Gilpin Wanis Against Care- 
lessness. 


"It is the child who is a little sick 
that spreads disease," said Dr. J. H. 
Gilpin before the state medical asso- 
ciation at Indanapolis, Tuesday aftei-- 
noon. 
In his talk on "How to Prevent 
the Spread of Disease," he empha- 
sized the need of constant vigilance. 


"We are not worried about the boy 
or girl who has scarlet fever in its 
worst stage. 
They are in bed.

stay at home. 
It is the lad who is 
just a little sick and who runs out to 
play with other children that spreads 
illness. 


"My warning is—keep sick children 
at home."

A great deal of our success in this 
war will depend upon the bluejackets 
known as seamen gunners.

A bluejacket is 
indeed a lucky fellow if he wins as- 
signment to either of the seaman gun- 
ner schools.

This work has 
been so systemized that the sailor stu-

training that is i-adically distinct from 
the instruction of a machine shop ap- 
prentice in civil life. 
It takes a good 
many weeks to master all of these de 
tails. 
The seaman gunner must know 
how to correct any faulty performance 
on the part of the torpedo, and this he 
cannot do unless thoroughly familiar 
with the weapon in its entirety.

WAK TAX 


Measure Passed by House 
Will Be Manhandled 
Higher Up. 


Washginton, May 24.—Another month 
probablj" will be required for congross to 
complete the war tax bill, although the 
bou.so passed it last night. 


It was indicated today that the .senate 
will make so many changes in the meas- 
ure as to result almo.st in a redrafting, 
particularly of sections relating to taxes 
on excess profits, incomes and juamifac- 
tures and the increased second-class pos- 
tal rates. 


As passed by the house, 329 to 76, after 
two weeks' debate, the bill as originally 
drawn to raise $1,800,000,000, was changed 
essentially only in these four ways: Sur- 
taxes on incomes 
above $40,000 wore 
raised about 25 per r-eiit; slight reduc- 
tions were made in the proposed second- 
class mail rates; provision for a 5 })er 
cent tax on all advertising, p.xcopt news- 
paper and periodicals, was 
eliminated, 
and print paper and pulp, gold, silver and 
a few other articles were exempted from 
the proposed tarifT of 10 per cent on goods 
now admitted free.

The registration centers, one in each 
precinct of the city, will be opened at 
7 o'clock a. m. and will remain open 
until 9 o'clock p. m. on Tuesday, Jun® 
5. These hours are fixed by the federal 
registration law. 
They will be under 
eastern time in Fort Wayne. 


There have been 7,800 registration 
cards sent here to be filled out. 
It is 
roughly figured that ten per cent of 
the population will be conscriptable.

U . LEWIS HAS A 
FOraSHED OFF 


Steps in Front of Engine at 
Pennsylvania Coal Docks 
and is Hit. 


13. J. Lewis, 3114 Plaza drive, a pas- 
•enger fireman on the Grand Rapids 
and Indiana road, lost a foot at 5:30 
o'clock Thursday morning when 
he 
was knocked down by Pennsylvania 
switch engine 9067, which was back- 
ing down to the Lafayette street yards 
to begin the day's work. 


Fireman Lewis was about to come 
down with his engine from the coal 
docks to 
get 
southbound passenger 
train No. 12. on the G. R. & I - and 
take it out on the regular run. 
The 
engine was taking coal and .lust be- 
fore it was to leave the docks Fire- 
man Lewis, who was on the ground, 
walked around the back of the loco- 
motive and as he was looking up to 
the top of the tender, stepped out on 
westbound maintrack. No. 1. on which 
the switch engine was backing west-, 
ward. 
He was 
struck 
and thrown 
down at the side of the rails. 
As he 
fell he threw one of his feet around la 
front of the trucks and the limb was 
crushed at the ankle. 


Conductor Chester H. Meyers, of the 
switch crew, with the assistance of 
other members, hastily constructed a 
torniquet of a piece of rope and some 
handkerchiefs and bound the wounded 
limb, stopping the flow of blood. They 
then picked the 
wounded man up, 
placed him on the engine and made 
a run for the depot, where he was 
placed in an automobile and taken to 
the Lutheran hospital. 
The foot was 
BO badly mangled 
that 
amputation 
WAS necessary and the limb was taken 
off just above the ankle. 


In the switch engine cab at the time 
of the accident were Engineer E. A. 
Jarnod and i'ireman M. Moser and 
Engineer W. C. Kelker was in the cab 
of the G. R. & I. engine, which had 
lust taken on a supply of fuel. 


Mr. Lewis is married and has one 
child.

timated cost of the new locomotives is 
an excess of $14.200,000. 


For replacements there will be con- 
TStructed 19 shifters, 51 heavy passen- 
ger and 99 heavy freight locomotives. 
The 
engines 
built 
as 
additions 
to 
equipment will include 23 shifters, .30 
heavy passenger locomotives and 30 
heavy freight engines of the type now 
in "general use on the 
Pennsylvania 
rajlroad. known as "L-l-S." 
There 
will also be inchided in the additions 
to motive power 23 freight engines of 
the 
new 
and 
still more 
powerful 
"I-l-S" type, designed and construct- 
ed at the Altoona shops especially for 
handling the heaviest freight trains. 


Of the entire 27.") new locomotives, 
245 will be constructed at the Altoona 
shops and 30 at the Baldwin Locomo- 
tive works. Philadelphia. 


The Altoona shops, in addition to 
constructing 245 locomotives for the 
lines east, on the 1918 program, have 
uncompleted 
orders for 180 on tfte 
1917 program, and will also build 30 
heavy passenger engines, for the lines 
west, dui-ing the present year. 
This 
brings the total locomotives at pres- 
ent on order at Altoona to 445, a num- 
ber more than sufficient to keep the 
locomotive shop running to fullest ca- 
pacity during the remainder of the 
present year and during the year 1918.

pend. 


"Today, cars by the thousand are 
backed up on tracks leading into New 
York. 
Coal mines have been closed or 
worked two days a week. 
Farmers 
and food shippers have felt the con- 
gestion. 
Railroad managers, 
admit- 
ting conditions last year to 
be 
the 
worst in history, assert even greater 
congestion is in prospect. 


"Effective conduct of the war, feed- 
ing England and France, 
supplying 
munitions and equipment to our own 
fighting forces, as well as food for our 
people, rests almost entirely 
on the 
railroads. 


"Six months from now, when har- 
vesting is to e done, we may see suc- 
Jgess in war imperiled by breakdown of 
rail transportation.

ciency will remain.

must meet in the peaceful conflict of 
trade, after the war." 


This statement by Dr. Charles P. 
Steinmetz was the theme of his ad- 
dress before an audience which com- 
pletely 
filled 
the 
Majestic 
theater 
Wednesday evening. 
No speaker who 
has come to Fort Wayne within tha 


last decade has been given more mark- 
ed attention than was Dr. Steinmetz. 
the electrical wizard of Schenectady, 
New York. 


Hon. B. G. Hoffman introduced the 
speaker as "one of the greatest elec- 
trical scientists in the world."' 
Dr. 
Steinmetz, wh9 is past president of the 
American Institute of Electrical Engi- 
neers, and consulting engineer of the 
General Electric company, has been 
brought to Fort Wayne under the aus- 
pices of the 
American 
Institute of 
Electrical Engineers. 


The 
mathematician, 
engineer, 
in- 
ventor and electrical authority, made 
no attempt 
to orate 
when 
he ad- 
dressed the throng which filled every 
seat in the theater. 
He simply talked 
and all those assembled tried to gath- 
er every word. 
His attitude of ad- 
dress was one of a series of postures 
divided between the leaning on the 
table before him, the placing of one 
knee on the chair, which stood by the 
table, or the use of both the chair 
and table as supports. 


There was no effort to sooth the 
feelings of his hearers as Dr. Stein- 
metz talked on 
"The 
Effect of the 
World War 
Upon 
American Induti- 
ti'ies." 
He stated that America had

wasted her substance and must take 
up a policy of strict conservation and 
industrial co-operation. 


"When the war ends we will be no 
longer an 
isolated 
nation, the lone 
power of our hemisphere.

resources 
will 
determine 
whether we rise or fall," he stated. 


Dr. Steinmetz opened his talk by re- 
viewing the cause of the world holo- 
caust. 
In so doing he followed the 
steps of advancement in commercial 
organization. He brought his hearers 
up through the periods of individual 
tradesmen, the organization of small 
industrial companies, the birth of the 
corporation and the growth of 
the 
power of organized capital and union- 
ized labor. 
He explained that 
the 
rapid production of all products had 
caused the leading nations to seek 
foreign markets. 
Germany's 
ability 
at 
organizing 
her 
trade 
relations 
brought her into the greatest war of 
all time, he exclaimed. 


"It was the 
'made 
in 
Germany' 
mark which caused trouble," he told. 


"In America we have opposed all 
big business. 
This must stop. 
The 
political and industrial powers must 
co-operate in the conserving of re- 
sources and the organizing of Ameri- 
can trade if we are to hold our place 
after the war."

mittee on mobilization of t h e educa- 
tional resources of Indiana for war 
])urposes 
announced 
today 
a f t e r 
a 
meeting of the state board of educa- 
tion at which a program for the work 
of mobilization was approved. 


The program also has the approval 
of Gov. Goodrich. 
As soon as the state 
board gave its approval the work of 
mailing the programs to educators, su- 
perintendents and principals of schools 
in all parts of the state began under 
the direction of J. G. Collicot, chair- 
man of the committee, and J. J. Petti- 
john, the secretary. 


After the 
forces a r e 
organized 
a 
weekly report is to be made 
to 
the 
secretary of the state committee, which 
will as often as once a week send sug- 
gestions to the county committees. 


Mr. Collicot said today that the pro- 
gram will affect about 600,000 persons 
in the state and applies not only to the 
colleges, 
normals, 
high 
schools 
and 
grade school, but also to the primary 
grade. 
The state committee will co- 
operate with all local, state and 
na- 
tional organizations engaged 
in 
war 
service. 


The programs being sent out give 
detailed 
suggestions 
about 
taking 
special survej's of all 
available 
re- 
sources for war service, special lines

The best, the strongest, the altogether un- 


iaiswerable argument for buying a liberty

From the proceeds of the liberty loan the 


;governmeut must take the means to wage 
Abd win the -war we are in. Without money 
nations must drift as helpless as human be- 
ings.

GOING WELL, BUT MAKE IT BETTER. 


We note in the tabulated returns showing 


progress of the campaign for raising Indiana's 
phare of the funds to finance the Young Men's 
Christian association work with the army that 
the city of Gary is "far in the lead in its per 
capita donation to the fund. 


Other districts of tho state are doing well 


and it docs not appear that the campaign is 
going to fail. Fort Wayne's district is mak- 
ing a good showing and Indianapolis is mak- 


ing a substantial response. But Gary sticks 
right out in the average of contributions per 
head of population. 


When it is remembered that Gary and the 


entire Calumet district of Indiana is populated 
by aliens of certain classes that might not be 
expected to take any great interest in Y. M. 
C. A. work for the-army or elsewhere, the 
showing made by Gary is remarkable. It is 
not impossible that some of the larger inter- 
ests in that region have made heavy contribu- 
tions that account for the excellence of the 
showing—though even that, if true, implies 
no detraction. 


Fort Wayne is sending many to the army 


and navy and will send many more. What- 
ever the benefits Y. M. C. A. in camp and 
field to the young men of the fighting forces 
may be, Fort Wayne boys are to command a 
great share of it. It is wise and proper that 
Fort Wayne should be generous in its giving 
to the Y. M. C. A. army f und. 


Let the good work be given new impulse 


and yet more liberal support. It we should 
overdo our share by a few thousands it will 
be no calamity—here at home or in the army. 


KEEPING THE FAITH. 


The first the people of America knew of the 


departure of the French war envoys was 
through the cables announcing their safe ar- 
rival at a port of France. Marshal 
"Pop" 


Joffrc, Vice Premier Rene Viviani, the "Blue 
Devil of France," and the others of the mis- 
sion who made up the returning party would 
have constituted a fine prey for a German 
U-boat, either as dead men at the bottom of 
the sea or war prisoners in the hands of the 
enemy. 


That the German admiralty has employed 


the greatest- diligence of its submarines to in- 
tercept the ships bearing the members of both 
the British and French war missions there is 
no reason to doubt. To make an end of Joffre 
and Viviani and Secretary Balfour and Gen- 
eral Bridges would be a stroke of war too im- 
portant to miss by default. So we may as- 
sume readily that the reason tho submarines 
did not get at these great figures in the war is 
that an efficient secrecy has been employed in 
making the sea trip that brought them all to 
our shores and in taking tho French envoys 
home. Of course no precautions other than 
those of secrecy have been omitted in making 
the journeys of these statesmen and warriors 
secure, but it is evident that the greater de- 
pendence has been placed in keeping their 
movements from the knowledge of all save the 
few whose acquaintance with the program was 
necessary. 


It is eminently to the credit of the Amer- 


ican press and all its agencies that not the 
slightest inkling had boon given of the de- 
parture of our French visitors. The self-im- 
posed censorship was in every detail and re- 
sult as effectual as though it had been im- 
posed by the government under authority of 
law. The American people had supposed, un- 
til informed to the contrary, that General 
Joffrc and Vice Premier Viviani were still in 
Washington, and so closely engaged in their 
work ns to have retired for a time from the 
enthusiastic notice of the public. It may be 
that, as President Wilson tells congress, there 
are a few newspapers that it is likely to prove 
necessary to place under duress of legnl re- 
straints by censorship law, but it is well 
proved in many recent instances that the 
American press as a whole needs no legal com- 
pulsions to impel it to give its whole and loyal 
support to the government, even to the entire 
suppression of news of first importance where 
it contains information that might be of ad- 
vantage to the enemy. 


Censorship is distasteful as a principle _and 


it usually is aggravated by the stupidities and 
tyrannies of those chosen to execute it. Until 
experience proves that the newspapers of the 
United States cannot be trusted they should 
be given all reasonable measures of confidence. 
When this is shown to be undeserved, the al- 
ternative will be clear. 


Germany has assured Spain that the con- 


tinued sinking of Spanish merchant ships is 
wholly unintentional and too doggone bad. 
And Spain accepts the apology and waits for 
more occasions for more protests and more ex- 
planations and more apologies. We did that 
for two years and then when Berlin just up 
and took our goat and made off with it we got 
mad and now we are in it as the Spanish peo- 
ple will one of these days be making their 
government get in it. 


In New York the people can buy their lib- 


erty loan bonds at the regular trading places 
and in the same way. The installment plan 
and the charge account system apply. You 
just take your bond and wait for the monthly 
statement or the weekly collector. It is not 
usual as a manner for marketing federal se- 
curities, but it gets results. That's it. 


It might relieve the general war problem of 


many of its complexities to count Russia of no 
further account and frame up to complete the 
iob without her. 


Frost on the home stretch in May is about as 


malignant a swat at the fates could take at 
the homo garden patriot, but we trust there 
may be none without the fortitude to bear it.

Coupon bonds are tho more popular,

$500 and $1.000. Principal and Inter- 
est aro payable to bearer and mny bo 
transferred from ono person to an- 
other. 


Registered bonds, in denominations 


of $100. $SOO, $1.000. $3.000, $10,000. 
$60.000 and $100,000. have the o\\-nor'n 


name registered with the government 
and Interest is paid by check mnllcd 
direct from Washington. The owner 
m:iy choose any form. 


Interest Is 3 ^4 per cent, payable each 


half year, on June 15 And December

FAKE SALES FIX PRICES ON EGGS.

Speculation has gone wild. In Chi- 


cago especially, and In many other 
great egg markets. 


Prices have been forced to exorb- 


itant figures. 


The government in Its Investigation 


has had egg men blatantly announce 
that many cars of eggs hax-e gone 
through fifteen to sixteen different 
middlemen's hands, each taking a 
profit. 


The government is fully aware that 


the higher the price the greater will 
be the saving to the country of eggs. 
But the government is also aware that 
as tho price is crowded up the poor are 
crowded out entirely in the matter of 
consuming this necessary fobdstuff. 


In past years basic egg prices have 


been fixed for tho entire United States 
by sales on the Chicago butter and egg 
board. 


These prices did not represent the 


result of buying and selling actual 
eggs, but were largely influenced by 
transactions in "paper eggs," fictitious 
sales made for the purpose of send- 
ing the market In the direction specu- 
lators wanted It to go. 


Those fictitious sales of non-existent 


eggs really fixed the basic price paid 
throughout the United States. 


Effects 
of. these 
market-rigging 


transactions became so grievous Judge 
Landls issued an injunction forbidding 
any but bona fide sales. 


Officers of the board met and 


thought out a plan whereby they could 
handle future egg deals in "paper 
eggs." 


They decided that by making trans- 


actions in secluded places—restau- 
rants, saloons, and even back rooms 
of questionable resorts—and that so 
long as they fixed their books so no 
government inspector could tell but 
what actual eggs were handled— 
everything would be all right. 


No secret was made of this. 
The 


president of the board unhesitatingly 
told members they must bill actual 
eggs, they must put car numbers on 
and the bills must be transferred just 
as if the eggs existed. 


There is a. concensus of opinion that 


4,000 carloads of eggs that never ex- 
isted were traded in by members of 
the Chicago butter and egg board. 


Each time the eggs were traded in 


the price was elevated from a half 
cent to a. cent per dozen. 


In that way a market that should 


be, if based on legitimate' supply and 
demand, somewhere around 22 cents 
a dozen, as in Ifllfi, is now from 34 to 
35 cents a dozen in Chicago. 


One who realizes that the greater 


part of the eggs going to the Atlantic 
seaboard come from west of Chicago la 
surprised to find in nearly, every In- 
stance the eastern markets have been 
somewhat lower than this great Chi- 
cago market. 


In England a. wholesaler Is not per- 


mitted to sell to another wholesaler at 
a profit. 
Practically all foodstuffs 


speculation has been nhut out of Eng- 
land. 


During January and February we 


found tho people of England, after 
two and a halt years of war, buying 
fresh eggs at from 32 to 35 cents n 
dozen retail, while in our own land of 
plenty prices were from 50 to'75 cents 
per dozen for like quality. 


Speculators undoubtedly took ex- 


cess profits of $6.000,000 on the Easter 
trade alone in the United States. 


Scarcely a day passed in April that 


from 200 to 400 cases were not held 
out, paying demurrage on sidetracks 
in and around Chicago. Railroad rec- 
ords show enormous sums paid for 
railroad demurrage. 


Plenty of evidence has come from 


members of the Chicago butter and egg 
board to condemn every one of them 
In the matter of having broken Judge 
Landis' injunction. 


Never In any country xvas a food 


control board managed by experi- 
enced and practical men needed so 
badly a« in tho United States now. 


WORK 
AT 
THE 
POST. 


(Indianapolis News.) 


In what seems like an incredibly short 


time Fort Benjamin Harrison has been 
changed from a deserted army post to a 
busy training camp that in a few weeks 
will be one of the greatest concentration 
campg in the country. This has not been | of civilian co-operation. 


accomplished without «. tremendous ef- 
fort, and great credit belongs to the offi- 
cers who have been in charge of the con- 
ttruction work. But tho preparation! 
are only begun. Yesterday n call wa§ 
sent out for over 2,500 skilled workers 
in the building trades and 500 laborers, ai 
well ns for forty boys to work in tho 
camp kitchens at good wages. No one 
employed at the post will receive wage* 
any lower than are p»id for similar work 
elsewhere. , 


There is an immediate demand for 


2,000 carpenters, which is more than the 
city can provide on such short notice 
without practically stopping its building 
operations. 
But this is war's demand, 


and the men must be got together. Every 
city and town in the state can send a few 
men who cnn qualify, and the wages tro 
such as to insure nil of them a liberal re- 
turn for their exhibition of patriotism.

a day's work, with the overtime rate ap- 
plying ns in civil work. The same con- 
ditions apply also to plumbers, electri- 
cians, concrete finishers and laborers. 


This activity should be a lesson to th« 


city. It shows that in raising its armed 
force, the government is using its author- 
ity temperately and spending1 its money 
wisely. This is the policy which has pre- 
vailed in England, where the army ha* 
paid its way frpm the beginning. If our 
experience is anything like England's, the 
$7,000,000,000 war appropriation will 
soon begin to affect practically every line 
of business. This entails a certain obliga- 
tion to go out of the way to help with 
the work at the army post, and the gor- 
ernment should not be hampered by Tack

Portugal, 
another one of the allies, is also a re- 


say about how they shall be gov- 
erned. In Austria-Hungary. Germany 
and Turkey the ruling forces are au- 
tocratic; In the allied powers they are 
democratic.

prised If in the course of events, the 
kaiser would lose his and the German 
people come Into their rights."

because this war has brought about 
ninny things undreamed of. However. 
I do believe that when the time comes 
for Germany's people to awaken to 
tho truth that tho horrors of this war 
are tho direct result of tho kaiser's 
ambition lor conquest, they, will rise 
up and dethrone him—and Germany 
will become a democracy, perhaps a 
republic like our own.

Soak two tnbleppoonfuls of gelatin 


in one-half cup of cold wnter for ton 
minutes, then add one-hnlf cup of hot 
water. 
Take three eggs, separate, 


beat tho yolks very light, add to them 
one cupful of powdered sugar and the 
rind of one lemon. Beat well, add the 
gelatin and beat until It stiffens a lit- 
tle. 
Then add the whites, bentcn very 


stiff, and stir them in carefully. Add 
one-half cup of crumbs rolled from 
sugar cookies and three tnblcspoon- 
fuls of strawberry Jam, If at hand, 
which Improves It very much. Put In 
a form to mold.

water and let soak half hour. Press 
apricots through 
a sieve. 
If fresh, 


first stew and sweeten them. Stir the 
gelatin over boiling water until dis- 
solved. 
Whip the cream. 
Add the 


gelatin to the apricots, mix and turn 
into a granite pan. 
Stand the pan in 


another pan of cracked ice and stir 
constantly until it begins to thicken, 
then add the whipped cream.

NO WATER IS NEEDED IN COOK- 


ING SPINACH. 


Fresh spinach when washed holds 


enough water for cooking. 
Put tho 


spinach in a stewpan and on the fire; 
cover and 
cook 
for 
ten 
minutes. 


Press down and turn the spinach over 
several times during the cooking. At 
the end of ten minutes turn the spi- 
nach into a chopping bowl, and mince 
rather fine. Return to the stewpan 
and add the seasonings, allowing tor 
half a peck of spinach two generous 
tablespoonfuls of butter and a tea- 
spoonful of salt. Simmer ten minutes; 
or If very tender, five minutes will be 
sufficient. 


Spinach cooked in this manner will 


retain nil Its salts. It will be more lax- 
ative nnd the flavor stronger than when 
blancherl (boiled in water). In young, 
tender spinach this is not objectiona- 
ble, but when the overgrown vegeta- 
ble is cooked In its own moisture the 
flavor is strong and somewhat acrid.

Measure Passed by House

Washginton, May 24.—Another month 


probably will be required for congress to 
complete the wnr tax bill, although the 
house passed it last night. 


It was indicated today that the senate 


will make so many changes in the meas- 
ure as to result almost in a redrafting, 
particularly of sections relating to taxes 
on excess profits, incomes and manufac- 
tures and the increased second-class pos- 
tal rates. 


As passed by the house, 329 to 76, after 


two weeks' debate, the bill as originally 
drawn to raise $1,800,000,000, was changed 
essentially only in these four ways: Sur- 
taxes on incomes above $40,000 were 
raised about 25 per cent; slight reduc- 
tions were made in the proposed second- 
class mail rates; provision for a 5 per 
cent tax on all advertising, except news- 
paper and periodicals, was eliminated, 
and print paper and pulp, gold, silver and 
a few other articles were exempted from 
the proposed tariff of 10 per cent on goods 
now admitted free.
